In an interview with t h o ArguB this 
week, Mr. Clark said that when he 
went over to the Island five 
months 
ago business was in splendid 
condl 
tlon, b u t t h e indorsement by Presi­ 
dent Wilson of what Is known us the 
Jones bill, has had t h e effect of male 
ing t h e big companies feel 
Insecure. 
The,, president of tho United 
States,

T h e editor of tho 
Argus made a trip to the plant this 
week to witness the separator in oper­ 
ation. 


It seems that there Is no question 
obout the accuracy of tho machine. 
Fruit that falls Into tho hopper whom 
t h e good fruit Is supposed to fall Is 
proved 
nfterwards 
to be 
accurately 
sorted, and Is marketable fruit. 
Tests 
have been 
made by cutting open a 
great 
amount 
of the 
fruit. 
Almost 
Invariably tho fruit that Koos into tho 
hopper of bad fruit Is also found to bo 
unfit fot, market. 


As has been explained before In tills 
paper, the Chase separator sorts the 
fruit by gravity, tho fruit falling Into 
a bath of water, where, if It is sound 
fruit, It will sink lower than tho un­ 
sound fruit. A system of baffles send 
the fruit into the proper places. 


In some orchards tho fruit that is 
unfit 
shows up to be as much 
as 
seventy per cent, while In other or­ 
chards It Is as low as twenty-flvo p»r 
cent. One drawback to tho Chase sep­ 
arator is that the work of sorting Is 
very slow, .only about a car a dny be­ 
ing sent through the machine. It will, 
however, prove to be a valuable asset 
to the packing house, and will assist 
in sorting the puffy 
fruit, 
which Is

find fewer admirers than in this bind crude in the making.

N a t u r e inspires the poet here, mankind frowns on him, jostles him 
aside, walks over him. 


McGroarty, beneath the smother of ashes that, rained down upon 
his head from the voh-anos of empire-building, has kept alive a spark 
of the divine fire, arid from time to time, his poems have appeared in 
the various magazines and newspapers of the Pacific 
coast—dainty 
things, wholesome and appealing, having a threnody as delicate as a 
wind-blown harp. 


McGroarty knows the land of sunshine, " L a n d of H e a r t ' s Desire 
sis he once sang of it. 
lie is a practical man, perforce, for he is editor 
of a magazine that must, contend and be a part, of the world of com­ 
mercialism, but as one reads his bits of poems, there can be discovcrec 
a lilting sadness at. times, as it' dm author was straining at the leash 
that binds him. 
lie is not a free-born, care-free poet; not a wanderer 
of the moors with plaintive lute; not a. singer in the sunlands as tin 
lark, but a man in the ruck and rush of an everyday, practical, hard 
eyed world, with his living lo make, and the angels be praised that, 
the poet ic spark st ill lives! 


Time was when M c G m a r l y was jusl a. newspaperman. 
lie was 
almost the first apostle of truth in Southern California boost litem 
turc. 
lie came in and surveyed the condition where writers of th 
alluring pmspecl uses were including pictures of ships sailing up t.lit 
Los Angeles river, 
lie began to preach through his work the gospc. 
thai, " t h e truth is good e n o u g h . " 
His magazine articles rang trm 
and people who were special pleaders for this, Ilia! and the olhe 
thing, were greatly surprised that McGroarly's articles carried 
n m r i 
weight than the florid stories ballasted with rarc-ripc near-truths. 


McGroarty had an idea, thai, we, in Southern California, 
should 
never men! inn dollars and cents in I he prospectus that goes into the 
land " b a c k y o n d e r . " 
The presence of a million dollar cement plant 
in the vicinity of a struggling California, village should not, be. pic­ 
tured proudly in the chamber of commerce booklet, for, says Mc­ 
Groarty, such places as Pittsburg might be aide to go us a little better 
on manufacturing 
plants. 
Even the receipts at the packing house 
where the oranges have been commercialized, should not be harped 
on as inducements to come and live here. 
Men who can make money 
can make 
anywhere. 


Hut you can't live in the midst, of orange groves, in the sight of 
snow-clad mountains, except, that you come to Southern 
California: 
you can't roam the emerald hills knee-deep in March anywhere but 
here, and these things, McGroarly says, are the things that 
should 
be pictured and storied over and over and over. 


And .McGroarly is certainly right. 
The poetic fire that is in his 
soul has reached out and eas! a refulgent, glow over the really wonder­ 
ful poclry of California; wilness his great success as author of the 
Mission Play. 
The Mission Play is distinctly California!!, and this 
man has breathed into its scenes the spirit of those slumbrous days 
with the touch of the God-created arlist.

Ono of tho nearest trips from 
this 
camp, and o n o that can be walked In 
two 
hours, Is that of Triple 
fulls, 
near tho headwaters of Coldbrook. 
Theso falls aro made by the wearing 
a w a y of soft granite and a tremendous 
gorgo has boon mudo Into which (ho 
w a t e r s fall 
Tho first and second drop 
of t h o falls tire not far, and tho fulls 
are wldo, but tho last drop Is almost 
sheer for I HO foot, nnd Is a ribbon- 
like stream that has a peculiar beauty 
of Its own. 
Ono can look do vn upon 
t h e s o falls from Eagles' Nest, and a 
boulder 
thrown 
Into t h e gorge 
will 
fall throe liuudt'i'Ml feet t o the rocky 
river-bed 
b e l o w . 


Along t h e trail 
leading to Triple 
falls aro the Big and Mttlo ClenogiiH, 
where the doer food. 
This is the vir­ 
gin country of tho Sierra Madro, as 
wild a s a n y part of tho Sierra Nevada 
forests. 
Door,

IMPROVING THIS TUAIL. 
Ono of the linprovotnonts 
to b o 
made this summer is tho smoothing 
and 
straightening of tho stage-road j 
from Camp Itlncou In the lower can- 
y e n to Coldbrook. 
Tho road Is to b o 
m a d e wide uuougb and smooth enough 
for tho uso of an nuto-truck, 
which 
will Improve upon t h o old method of 
going up b y four-horse atago. A por­ 
tion of tho lower canyon Is still too 
rough for auto-trucks, and this 
por­ 
tion 
will be negotiated In stago nnd 
on 
saddle 
horses, a s h a s been t h o 
method 
before, but tho Journey up 
tho north fork will bo mado by auto­ 
truck. In order to d o this, tho now 
proprietors 
Intend to build a 
road 
around t h e placo 
called 
" T h e 
Nar­ 
rows." 
This narrow gorge would be 
Impossible for an automobile, but tho 
building a road around It is u simple 
matter. 


There have boon sixteen 
crossings 
of tho river eliminated In t h e lower 
canyon near tho mouth of tho river 
by the building; of a u » w rend Uy the 
county. 
T h e work h a s all b e e n done 
by 
chain-gang 
labor 
with 
prisoners| 
from the county jail, under t h e direc­ 
tion of Superintendent 
\V. T. llurker 
of 
Azusii a n d Supervisor 
Manning, 
f o r a distance of about 
four 
miles 
(which 1B U long distance In a canyon 
like the San (labrlol), u road has been 
constructed 
along tho stdo of the 
mountain, far above the river, lu some 
places over a hundred feet above the 
tloor of the canyon. T h e road 
goes 


down, adapting Itself to tho 
line of least resistance, but is all out 
of tho w a y of flood-waters, and is 
made a s permanent a s a n y canyon 
road can be made. 


T h e chain-gang varies In numbers, 
but thoro aro from thirty to forty a t 
work a s a general rule. T h e men a r e 
taken from the county Jail, after re­ 
ceiving sentences anywhere from 
five 
days to two years. A wire cage h a s 
been built on the mesa near the mouth 
of tho canyon, after 
plans made by 
Superintendent Parker, and Inside the 
cage are i l e r s of hunks. 
Heavy steel 
wire, 
diamond-shaped 
woven 
wire 
keeps t h e prisoners 
from 
escaping, 
and it is safe a s the county jail its- 
f.clf. 
from 
five to seven guards art; 
always on duty In the canyon 
when 
tho men are at work, and the cage Is 
guarded all night. 
Kaon guard la arm­ 
ed with rifles. 


Superintendent 
Barker 
s a y s 
that 
these 
chain-gang 
men make 
fairly 
good workmen, and that Is the best 
possible method of keeping theso pub­ 
lic charges. He says that the work Is 
far ahead of the method of keeping a 
prisoner locked up In a cell In foul 
air, where h e gets no exercise, and 
finally gets sick, making of him an 
additional burden to tho county, T h e 
prisoners 
often 
come to t h e chain- 
gang 
with 
evidences of a long de­ 
bauch, or from 
half a lifetime of 
crimes against their own bodies, and 
In a few days 
they a r e In better 
health than they have been for years. 
Prisoners often 
admit 
that tho sun­ 
shine and hard 
labor with the pick 
and shovel has made them feel better 
than they have felt for years. 


Superintendent Barker says that ho 
finds onco In awhile a hard customer 
who says he will not work . They have 
ono method of curing thorn of a wish 
for 
Idleness. T h o prisoner Is hand­ 
cuffed with his hands behind his back, 
i and 
then he Is chained to a post, 
with his body raised until ho stands 
on tip-toos. T h e r e is nothing 
painful 
about this position at first, but ns tho 
hours go on It gets vory monotonous, 
and 
Barker says that one afternoon 
of this kind of t r e a t m e n t always re­ 
sults In a request from t h e prisoner 
to be put to work. 


Ahead of t h e chain-gang Is another 
crew of salaried rock miners, who use 
tho pick, bar, and giant powder. Theso 
mon bring the gravel and shale rock 
down t h e mountain sides with 
heavy 
blasts, nnd tho convicts clear it away, 
build 
tho outside 
with 
large 
split 
rock, and smooth the road-bed. 
This 
makes a durable road, and with tho 
oxceptlon of Inevitable slides in the 
spring, tho road Is practically perma­ 
nent. 


CAMP M N C O N 
IMPROVING. 
This road Is now available for auto­ 
mobiles or any kind of vehicle for 
about 
four 
miles 
up tho canyon. 
Whero the road onds, thoro Is quite 
a long stretch whore the old method 
of following tho river-bed and cross­ 
ing tho river must bo employed. But 
the new road h a s given a big boost 
to 
flio canyon 
resorts, especially to 
Camp 
Illncon, 
which is tho nearest 
resort to the mouth of tho canyon.
